In claim 8, line 2, "cleaning devices" to "holding mechanism", and changed 
"holding mechanism" to "cleaning devices". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the specific 
limitations of "a plurality of holding mechanism ... holding the workpiece" in the 
combination as claimed in claim 1 are not anticipated nor made obvious by the prior art 
of record in the examiner's opinion. For example, with reference to Figures 1 , 26, and 
27 Sakurai discloses the claimed invention including: a) a polishing unit C/D; b) a 
cleaning unit B including a rotatable shaft 124 configured to be vertically movable; c) at 
least one holding mechanism 125; and d) a plurality of cleaning devices 22/5/6/23 
scatteringly disposed about said rotatable shaft. 
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With reference to Figure 1 , Pekosh'3,759,735 discloses an apparatus for cleaning the 
sealing land of a cathode ray tube faceplate panel. The apparatus in Figure 1 has a 
rotatable turret having six (6) radially extending support arms 1-6 and corresponding 
number of stationary operating stations l-VI respectively. The advantage of the 
apparatus is to avoid human errors.

However, the prior art of record fails to provide or suggest the specific limitations of "a 
plurality of holding mechanism ... holding the workpiece" in the combination as claimed 
in claim 1 because, in accordance with MPEP 2143.02, the proposed combination 
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would change the principle of operation of the primary reference Sakurai. The proposed 
combination would require a substantial reconstruction and redesign of the elements 
shown in the Sakurai primary reference as well as a change in the base principle under 
which the Sakurai primary reference construction was designed to operate.
